shipm ents 
from 
Bryan and 
other 
points in

county. 
This year they are esti­ 
mated to have been worth approxi­ 
mately $ 1 5 0,000 
to 
grow ers in 
this county. 
The production of turkeys for 
the m arkets of 
the 
country in 
Brazos county this year is esti­ 
mated at 600,000 pounds, figur­ 
ing the approxim ate shipm ent of 
50.000 turkeys 
a t 
an 
average 
weight of 12 pounds each. 
These 
turkeys brought 
on an 
average 
about 25 cen ts 
per pound 
to thq 
farm er, or $3 per turkey. 
The figures of 
present turkey 
shipm ents are of interest to grow­ 
ers and buyers 
when 
compared 
with estim ates of the num ber of 
turkeys grown in the country 25 
years ago. 
Files 
of the 
Eagle 
show an estim ate fo r th at tim e o f 
10.000 turkeys each year, which 
brought much less per pound or 
per bird to the farm er than at the 
present time.
